Fireproof Structure Sought in 
Osborne Bill. 


Million and Half ‘Asked for 
| Sawtelle Building. 


Proposed Institution W ould be 
Up to Date. ' 


[EXCIASTIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, May  6.—Con- 
| Sressman Osborne is determined 
that the present inflammable hos- 
pital at the Soldiers’ Home at Saw- 
telle be replaced by a modern fire- 
proof and commodious structure. 
Today he introduced a'bill to pro- 
vide at once such a structure and if 
he can secure its passage through 
beth houses, a hospital of 600 beds 
costing $1,500,000 will be erected 
at the Soldiers’ Home. 

The bill provides in part as fol- 
lows: 

“That the board of managers of 
the National Home for Disabled 
Volunteer Soldiers be, and it is 
hereby authorized and directed to 
Cause to be erected at the Pa-tfic 
branch of said home on land now 
owned by the United States, a sani- 
tary, fireproof hospital of a capacity 
for 500 beds. Such hospital shall 
include al] the necessary bulldings 
with the appropriate mechanical 
equipment, including roads and 
trackage facilities leading thereto 
for the accommodation of patients 
and storage. laundry and  neces- 
sary furniture, equipment and ac- 
cessories as may be approved by the 
board of managers of the National 
Home for Disabled Volunteer Sol- 
diers. 

“That the persons who shall be 
entitled to the privileges of treat- 
ment in this hospital when con- 
structed, and who may be admitted 
thereto upon the order of a mem- 
ber of the board of managers of the 
National Home for Disabled Volun- 
teer Soldiers, shall be the following: 
Honorably discharged officers, sol- 
diers, sailors and marines who served 
in the regular, volunteer or other 
forces of the United States in the 
Mexican War, the Civil War, the

BOLISHING THE DIRECT PRIMARY 

Two American commonwealths, New 
York im the East and Idaho in the West, 
are leading the movement for a return to 
the convention system of nominating can- 
didates for State offices. The Legislatures 
of these two States have abolished prima- 
ries in all but local elections. Ten years 
of experimentation with the direct primary 
system have proved that it leads to abuses 
much graver than those that prevailed un- 
der the convention plan. Like most of the 
attempts to reform election machinery in 
the last twenty years, the remedy has 
proved worse than the disease. | 


While the movement for abolishing direct 
primaries is’ of Republican origin, Demo- 
erats and Republicans joined in repealing 
the New York law. One of the most 
weighty objections urged against the law 
was that under it men of known character 
and standing could not be induced to run 
for office and New York's delegation in the 
United States Senate and in the lower 
house of Congress was not equal to the 
high standard maintained under the con- 
vention plan. | 

Another objection, one even more forc- 
ible in California than in New York, is that 
the direct primary tends to make a polit- 
ical machine supreme. The cost of the 
primary campaign is so great that in many 
instances only very wealthy men, or men 
supported by powerful private interests, 


have a fair chance to secure a nomination.

Secretary of the Treasury Mellon has 
preached a sermon on “The Gospel of Do- 
ing Without,” which The Times would like 
to see applied by every patriotic individual 
in the United States. He has pointed the 
way, amd the only way, to bring about a. 
reduction in the tax burden under which 
this country is staggering, and that way is 
the doing-without way. 

It is impossible to both possess our cake 
and eat it. If we refuse to cut our cloth 
to fit our pocketbook we can have no legiti- 
mate groan if the cloth gives out. 

There is a lot of selfishness in this world 
of ours: Federal, State, community and in- 
dividual. Selfishness which crops out when- 
ever our grass pilot is trodden upon, our 
pocketbook assailed or our ox falls into a 
pit.

getting is good. The man is willing enough 
to let the women fight for such seats as 
may be left after he is comfortably locate®;

Uncle Sam has been the nation- 
al Come On-—the original easy mark; and 
mow that the good old man’s resources are 
running low and his strong box is nearly 
empty, the handwriting on the wall appears 
as so much gibberish. “Sure,” we say, 
“we're for economy; we know that ex- 
penses must be cut, but first, gimme.” 

When a private individual or a private 
corporation begins to live beyond an estab- 
lished income the individual or the corpo- 
ration, if wisdom rules, takes immediate 
steps to reduce expenditures to a point 
within the safety zone. If this is not done 
there comes the inevitable crash, and if a 
halt is not called in our national extrava- 
gance we must go on and on working for 
the government; paying tribute which makes 
the German war liabilities look like 
amusement nuisance tax. 

The Times is no calamity howler, but 
The Times states only an economic fact 
when it asserts that as a nation we are on 
the brink of a chasm of debt the bottom 
of whose black abyss no human eye can 
see. We are living far beyond our income; 
we have lost our perspective of relative 
values; we must pull up or we will go over 
the edge. |

Yet government disbursements this year 
will total $5,602,000,000, an increase of more 
than five times. |

our governmental spending is concerned we 
don't seem to know that the war is over. 
We are going right along in the profligate, 
primrose path laid out when the whole 
country willingly laid its riches at the feet

Certain motion picture préducers/ 
were charged yesterday by State 
Senator James A. Walker of New 
York with playing the questionable 
of “dowble-cross.” In an ad-

ers and film producers, at Walker 
Auditerium, Mr. Walker declared 
that in the Eastern States producers 
ha4ve been resorting to underhanded 
methods to disintegrate the Motion 
Picture Theater Owners’ Association 
of America, a national organization,

for the association. He is also the 
minority leader in the New York 
Stite Senate. Film producers in the 
East, he said, in their endeavors to 
eqiueeze the little fellows from the 
field, were inflicting many injustices 
upon the theater owners and ¢x- 
hibitors.

RECORD IS SET. 


Precipitation ‘Nearly Equals 
That of Last Year.

With a. rages precipitation of 1.32 
inches for the storrn and .42 of se 
inch for yesterday's portion, the rain 
which lasted two nights and a day, 
tapering off late yesterday, broke all 
rainfall records for May since 1901. 
Clearing weather was predicted by 
the Weather Bureau ‘last night. 

The month of May, 1901, saw 
1.50 inches of rain. Such a quantity 
has not been reported in the 
Southland during ~ twenty years 
which have elapsed since then, but 
yesterday's storm came near equal- 
ing the record, and there are still 
three weeks left to go. 

Downtown streets were flooded 
yesterday forenoon when .15 of an 
inch of rain ll in five minutes. 
Following the freak windstorm 
which unroofed'a number of houses 
in the Wilshire district Thursday 
night, heavy showers filled the streets 
with storm water, but street car 


and intreurban traffic was not in- 
convenienced to any noticeable de- 


grea. 

Figuring the storm at a total of 
1.32 inches, this city now has 11.39 
inches for the season and 12.42 for 
the same date a year ago. 

AJ Oak Glen near Redlands there 
are three inches of snow, and in Big 
Bear Valley there are six inches of 
snow on the level. Yucaipa apple 
growers are fearful of a cold snap 
when the weather clears. Citrus 
groves are thoroughly soaked in 
Southern California.

jest rainfall of the year fell in Kern 
county Thursday night and yester- 
day.

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BUSY AT REPAIRS ON
